Senator George To Intro- 
duce Bill in Congress To 
Provide $200,000 for 
War on Pest. 


The war on the screw worm was 
reopened Thursday on three fronts 


launched what is expected to be the 
most intensive campaign thue far in 
the fight against Georgia’s newest and 
most perilous pest. 

In Atlanta, Miss Gay B. Sheprer- 
son, federal relief administrator. an- 
nounced she had set up a fund of 
$5,000 to map a state-wide program 
for control if not complete eradication 
of the pest and added that when state 
and federal agencies agree on a defi- 
nite plan of action the FERA will 
be ready and willing to supply funds 
for combating the worm. 

In Washington, Senator Walter F. 
George announced that a _ bill set- 
ting up a special fund of $200,000 for 
the screw worm fight, would be pre- 
sented to the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives under his sponsorship to- 
day. , 

At the state capitol, Mannin3 8. 
Yeomans, Georgia state entomologist, 
set up in the corridors a graphic dis- 
play of colored photographs showing 
just how devastating the pest has 
been and is in Georgia. These pboto- 
graphs are prepared for study by the 
legislature which meets January 14 
with the view of obtaining ‘a special 
state appropriation to combat the evil. 

Miss Shepperson said she would be 
delighted to join in the screw worm 
fight and called on federal and state 
entomologists who have been working 
im co-operation to. submit a concrete 
plan of action, outline the costs. and 
give all the details for opening of 2 
sate-wide campaign early in the spring 
when the screw worm is b@inning to

First, for 45 dramatic minutes, the 
slight, brown-haired mother related 
what she knew of the day and night 
of March 1, 1932, when Baby Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh .was stolen from 
their Sourland mountains. home. _ 

Once her eyes gleamed as though 
with tears,’ but she did not lose her 
composure, as, in low, clear tones, 
she said simply: 

“I looked hastily at the bed—and 
found it to be empty.” 

German Gazes Fixedly. 

Then as Hauptmann, the stolid, 


witness stand, Colonel Lindbergh add- 
ed to the grim narrative, 

Firmly, the ‘boyish airman told of 
| the quiet. evening -and then of the 
frantic rush to the baby’s nursery ; 
of the empty bed and the sinister kid- 
nap note on the window sill. 

Colonel Lindbergh, whe must face 
cross-examination tomorrow, also dis- 
closed for the first time that he heard 
a crash earlier in the night—a crash, 
he said. that might have been caused 
by the breaking of the ladder carrying 
kidnaper and baby down from the 
nursery window.

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J. J. King Believed Mur- 
dered as He Opened 
Store Door. 


WESTON, Ga.,. Jan. 3.—(4)—City 
Marshal W. C. Brooks said. today that 
the body of a man whom he identified 
as’ J. J. King, 68-year-old Weston 
merchant, was.found ‘early today in 
King’s room in the rear of his grocery 
here. sha : 

Brooks said King apparently had 
been murdered by someone who hit 
him over the head with a-heavy hick- 
ory stick which was found beside the 
body. Robbery. was the suspected mo- 
tive, Brooks said. . 
| The officer said that dogs were be- 
ing brought here from Terrell county 
to trace the ‘assailant. 

Brooks said the body was found by 
W. H. King, of Weston, J.-J. King’s 
brother. Indications were that the 
murdered man had-been summoned to 
the door of his stere and struck down 
immediately upon opening, it, he said. 
The body then apparently had been 
dragged back.into the grocer’s living 
quarters and laid beside the fireplace, 


he said. 

King had been living here all ‘his 
life, the marshal said, and had been in 
business for about 30 years. 

His survivors include a sister, Mrs. 
Mattie Elliott, of Macon. and three 
‘brothers, W.°H. and K. L. King, of 
| Weston, and C. N. King of Cusseta.

The selection of Representative 
Bankhead as majority leader of the 
house comes as a recognition, of 
long and efficient service as a mem- 
ber of the lower chamber of con- 
gress, and of the outstanding abil- 
ity with which he discharged the 
responsibilities of majority leader 
in the last congress. 

The only opposition to his con- 
tinuance in the position arose out 
of the predominance of southern 
democrats in the high positions in 
both the senate and house demo- 
cratic organizations. His fitness for 
the post overcame this opposition, 
as was expected, Representative 
O’Connor, of New York, receiving 
only 66 votes in the democratic 
caucus, with a comparatively few 
scattering votes being cast for a 
half dozen other candidates. 

In the selection of leaders the 
democrats faced a situation that 
found most of the veteran congress- 
men of their political faith repre- 
senting southern districts. When 
democratic strength reached its 
lowest ebb in the house during the 
Harding and Coolidge administra- 
tions, there were but few demo- 
cratic representatives from the 
north and west and most of these, 
owing their election to large-city 
political machines, did not possess 
the qualification’ a deader must 
have. 

It was necessary, therefore, for 
the democrats, if they were to Sse- 
lect leaders of ability for the pres- 
ent congress, and at the same time 
follow the time-honored precedent 
of seniority, to choose from the 
ranks of-the southern democrats 
who have served long and ably.

FEDERAL FUNDS FOR GEORGIA 

Georgians will be generally .in- 
terested in Associated Press dis- 
patches from Washington bringing 
information that Senator Walter F. 
George will seek an appropriation 
to fight the screw worm menace 


that will make it possible for Geor- 
gia to secure a more, equitable 
share of the public works funds 
being expended by the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Some of the southern states, no- 
tably Georgia, have constitutional 
provisions sharply limiting the is- 
suance of bonds by political divi- 
sions.

Although election of the veteran 
Byrns as speaker was a foregone con- 
clusion the names of Snell, of New 
York, republican, and George Schnei- 
der, of isconsin, progressive, were 
placed before the house, amid rebel 
yells and applause on both sides of 
the chamber. 

Byrns received 316 of the 322 dem- 
ocratic votes; Snell 95 of 102 repub- 
licans; Schneider, 9; Lambertson, 
Kansas independent republican, 2; 
three voted present; nine did not vote 
or were absent. There is one republic- 
an vacancy in Indiana. 

Byrns pledged the use of his power 
to speed enactment of legislation in 
harmony with the democratic party 
and stated he would insist upon “‘pre- 
serving fully” the rights of the mi- 
nority. 

“This session of congress,” he said, 
“will be historically important. Yet, 
I have no doubt that the house will 
measure up to the responsibility rest- 
ing upon it.” . 

Later the house by a vote of 242 
to 167 changed its rule that 145 
names signed on a petition could force 
a bill from committee,. making the 
new number necessary a majority of 
the house, There was criticism from 
both sides of the aisle over the move.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(>)— 
A Tennessean ascended today to the 
highest post congress could bestow 
upon him—the speakership of the 
house—and was clothed with more 
power than any speaker has had since 
the days of the late Nicholas Long- 
worth. 

Besides electing Joseph Wellington 
Byrns to the speakership over Repre- 
sentative Bertrand W. Snell, of New 
York, the overwhelming house demo- 
cratic majority indorsed two of his 
pet ideas.

Under the 
contemplated change, a majority of 
the house members—now 218, with 
one seat vacant—must sign such a pe- 
tition to get results. 

The 65-year-old Tennessean took”

K. Polk—took over the speakership. 

Byrns represents a district from 
which. another distinguished Tennes- 
sean came—Andrew Jackson. The 
Hermitage, Jackson’s home, was visit- 
ed by President Roosevelt last sum- 
mer at Byrns” tequest.

A milk contro] board such as now 
functions in 14 other.states, incladi 
Florida, was advocated Thursday at a 
‘convention of dairy ucers held at 
Henry Grady hotel... Principal 
speaker and exponent of the new law 
to be proposed at the next session of 
the legislature was George O. Weems, 
director of the Florida state milk con- 
trol board, now in its second year of 
existence. : 

The convention, attended by repre- 
sentatives of the distributors as well 
as producers, was presided over by A. 
L. Crowe, president of the Georgia 
Co-operative Raw Milk Association 
and secretary of the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association. After the morning 
session, devoted principally te Mr. 
Weems’ address, the d rs at- 
tended a luneheon at the Ansley ho- 
tel while producers remained at the 
Henry Grady. 

In advocating the adoption of a milk 
control law by Georgia, Mr. Weems 
outlined the history of the. Florida 
board, stressing its value as a stabil- 
izing influence to the $8,000,000 dairy 
industry in his state that “was on the 
financial rocks at the time of the 
passage of the bill,” the speaker ex- 
plained. 

Warning that “the wellbeing of 
those engaged in the industry is the 
only insurance against imperiling the 
supply of good wholesome milk to the 
public,” the Florida director revealed 
the satisfactory results obtained from 
the first year’s operation of the law. 

Mr. Weems urged co-operation 
among Georgia milk producers as the 
only way of bringing about a reason- 
able profit for the producer, a fair 
margin for the distributor, yet keeping 
the price of milk within the reach of 
the consumer, all of which are 
achievable. 

In the afternoon Dr. A. W. Ziebold, 
secretary of the Atlanta Distributors’ 
Association, as spokesman for the dis- 
tributors’ warned against forming a 
board without adequate representation 
for the producer, distributer and con- 
sumer, as well as the state department 
of agriculture and public health. He 
suggested that in the event of adoption 
by the state legislature of the proposed 
law Mr. Weems be loaned Georgia by 
Florida to aid in setting up the new 
organization, to which Mr. Weems re- 
sponded favorably.

BABY FOUND. 


So back again to New Jersey for

“Hutson,” said Mr. Thomas, ‘“‘doesn’t have to think about 
anything but getting in position. ; 
“He can concentrate on one thing—getting loose 
and getting in position to take the ball. He times his 
reach nicely. This enables him to keep going without 
breaking his stride. Too many boys reach too soon or 
too late and break up their stride and the timing of 
the whole play. 


“But Hutson, because of Howell’s accuracy and timing, can 


concentrate on getting away.” 
And that seems to be that. Hutson has caught 44 


in 10 games this year. oat 

And the coast, still gasping for the usual coast alibis, is 

still too dazed from that second quarter when Alabama scored 

22 points and completed eight out of nine passes; hasn't re- 

covered sufficiently to explain that it was all a mistake and 
that the best football is, after all, played on the. coast. 


THE PLAYERS DOFF HATS. 

The Alabama players doff their hats to Stanford power. 
They had it. But that was all. They were a dumb team. They 
had no kicking and no passing. But gentlemen, they could 
throw plenty at those tackles and ends. 

The Alabama players were beaten up more in this 
than in any other one, and by clean football. 

The Warner system, which took a beating at New Or- 
leans, where Tulane defeated Pop Warner’s team, and on the 
coast, where Alabama beat Tiny Thornhill’s Warner system 
outfit, is not a very good football system. 

It is effective for power plays, but it is not a very 
effective scoring system. And it will never be any good 

at all unless the team using it has an exceptional full- 

back, such as was Bobby Grayson. Without him Stan- 

ford would not have gone far enough to cause the statis- 
ticians anything but yawns. 
But with a fullback, the system has power. And the 
Alabama players still talk about that. They liked Grayson. 
The tackles and ends had a warm afternoon. 


REPARTEE ON THE FIELD. 

Stanford’s passing attack was so poor that it reflects dis- 
credit on Tiny Thornhill. He and his coaching staff have evi- 
dently neglected the forward pass. They could not have 
coached at it because it was just impossible that a coached 
team could have been that poor. 

True, Alabama was rushing them. But still, the 
manner of passing, a sort of underhand chunk, was all 
wrong. And often the underhand chunk had a drop 
on it and hit the ground in front of the Stanford re- 
ceivers, or rather, in front of the Alabama players seek- 
ing to intercept.

CARL HUBBELL 
SIGNS CONTRACT 


Rift Between Screwball 
King, Manager Terry 
Patched Up. 


By Jack Cuddy. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(UP)— 
Pitcher Carl Hubbell’s signed con- 
tract for 1935 arrived at the New 
York Giants’ office today, indicating 
that the rift between the screwball 
king and Manager Bill Terry has been 
patched up and that Terry’s efforts 
to peddle Carl down the river have 
ended. 

Hubbell’s signature also assured the 
National league that its two ace fling- 
ers have entered their folds without 
a holdout struggle. Dizzy Dean signed 
with the St. Louis Cardinals on De- 
cember 5. Incidentally, Dean and 
Hubbell are the first major leaguers 
to accept contracts for 1935. 

They shared pitching honors in 
their circuit for 1934, Hubbell being 
the most-effective hurler with the low- 
est average of 2.30 earned runs al- 
lowed per nine-inning game. Carl also 
pitched the most complete games, 25 


finished with the highest won and 
lost percentage, .811, having lost only 
seven. 

FIRST GIANT TO SIGN. 

Last year Hubbell also was the first 
Giant to sign, his contract arriving 
on January 17, two weeks later than 
this time. In the 1934 contract he 
received a raise of $6,000, which 
boosted his salary to $18,000. It is 
understood he is working on the same 
$18,000 basis for 1935. 

Newspapermen who traveled with 
the Giants claim Terry and Hubbell 
had several arguments in the closing 
stages of the 1934 pennant race when 
ithe team was slipping and nerves were 
on edge. The writers alleged that when 
Terry attempted to baw! out Hubbell 
for his pitching or for fielding mis- 
cues, Hubbell came back with charges 
of being overworked.. In fact the 
Oklahoman even told reporters that 
overwork had made him stale. Terry 
is understood to have been furious 
over Hubbell’s statement to the press. 


The climax came at the post-season 
Louisville minor league meetings when 
Memphis Bill announced that Hubbell 
was on the block; that he would like 
to send him to Pittsburgh for South- 
paw Larry French and Outfielder 
Freddy Lindstrom. At that time the 
Giants needed a center fielder. Since 
then that hole was plugged by getting 
back Kiddo Davis from the Phillies. 


HUBBELL FOR SALE. 


At the December major league 
meetings Terry admitted he had tried 
to dispose of Hubbell at Louisville, 
but claimed his offer had been made 
merely as an attempt to prevent a 
Chicago-Pittsburgh deal, which went 
through anyway. But when pressed, 
Terry finally said he would have let 
Hubbell go to Pittsburgh if Pie Tray- 
nor had agreed to the deal. But he 
didn’t think Hubbell bore him any 
grudge for putting him on the block 
because “ball players expect that sort 
of thing.” 7 

Hubbell indeed did plenty of work 
during 1934, pitching a total of 313 
innings during the regular campaign, 
in addition to doing his share during 
the long grind of 36 training games. 
No other pitcher in either league 
pitched as many innings during the 
regular season.

ENGLISH RACE 


Golden Miller, Last 
Year’s Winner, Lead- 
ing Entry. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—-+(#)—Sixty of 
the leading steeplechase horses of the 
world, including the 1932 and 1934 
winners and eight American-owned 
jumpers. today were nominated ‘for 
Raving’s most gruelling test of horse- 
flesh, the ninety-sixth running of the 
Grand National at Aintree March 29. 
Of these at least 30 are expected to 
start. zs 

Heading the list is Golden Miller 
Dorothy Paget’s big jumper which won 
last year; . Snow’s Defiance and 
J. H. (Jock) Whitney’s Thomond II, 
the two American-owned mounts 
which finished second third, respec- 
tively, in the 1934 renewal. 

The United States also can claim 
an interest in Golden Miller, as Miss 
Paget is a cousin of the Whitneys. 


The other American entries are M 
D. Blair’s Fouqnet, George H. (Pete) 
Bostwick’s Castle Irwell, which the 
little American sportsman probably 
will ride himself; Whitney’s Royal 
-Rensom and Double Crossed and Kuil- 
toi and Theras, owned by the Soutna 
Carolinian, Jesse Metcalf. 

In addition to Golden Miller the 
only other former winner entered is 
Fobra, which won in 1932, and which 
has been put up for sale by the setate 
of the late O. M. Parsonage. It is the 
first time in the history of the classic 
that a horse has been entered by other 
than a living man.

Fear of inflation manifest itself 
first in the government bond market.

They came back to 
close irregular, possibly with some gov- 
ernment support. 

Turnover in government bonds was 
$10,670,000 on the New York Stock 
Exchange, bringing the total bond 
turnover to above $21,000,000, more 
than double that of the previous day. 
Speculative corporation bonds rose. 

Meanwhile, traders awaited  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message tomorrow 
afternoon and*hoped for clarification 
of current situations in the 4,000- 
word document. 


Hesitancy until the message is out 
of the way was apparent in stock 
market transactions, although volume 
ran over a million shares. Prices at 
the close were irregularly higher after 
silver and gold stocks had improved 
at mid-session. Low priced motor 
shares also whirled out at advancing 
prites, a situation to be expected in 
preliminary to opening of the auto- 
mobile show here Saturday. 
GRAINS SHOW SPIRIT. 


Bond market fears of inflation were 
not so marked in other markets al- 
though grain showed some spirit, Cot- 
ton was dead and lower. Sugar fu- 
tures, however. rose to the best peak 
since 1930 when the old December 
contract touched 2.10 cents. This, 
however, is an individual situation 
resulting from the squeeze of shorts 
who suddenly found themselves unable 
to deliver December futures. 

While market interest still centers 
on the president’s message and con- 
gress, operators are watching business 
developments carefully. The trend still 
is optimistic. Operators watched the 
tide of rising bank deposits, shown 
in reporting banks today. and hoped 
some of this money might be attract- 
ed into investment markets soon: 
They believed that huge sums in de- 
posit are resting in banks only until 
‘decent’ investment media. appear. 
They hoped congress or the president 
will act to reassure business and 
stabilize securities.
